PROCLAMATION. 

(Gazetted March 1st. 1921). 


In virtue of the power conferred on me by Article 3 of the Game Preser¬ 
vation Ordinance, 1924, I, the Ri^ht Honourable Sir Herbert Louis Samuel, 
ilis Majesty’s High Tommissioner for Palestine, do hereby proclaim as follows:- 

(a) The period of the close season throughout Palestine for all species 
of partridges, sandgrouse, buslard, hares and gazelle, shall be from 
the 1st of February to the 31st of August, both dates included. 
There will be no close season for other species of game.

(b) The Francolin (No: 34 in Schedule 2 of the Ordinance) shall be 
protected throughout Palestine till further order, and all hunting 
of this bird is prohibited.

(c) Gazelle shall not be hunted in any part of Palestine by any person 
unless he is the holder of an “A” licence. The bolder of such 
licence may kill only one male gazelle ,of each species. (Nos. 1, 2, 
and 3 of*“R” in Schedule 2 of the-Ordinance). 

(d) The areas defined in Schedule 1 to this Proclamation are declared 
to be reserves in accordance with Article 3 (d) of the Ordinance. 

(e) The hunting of the birds and mammals included in Schedule II. to 
this Proclamation is prohibited in accordance with Article 2 (f) of 
the Ordinance. *
